I^ate last year, Interior Department 
officials say, the Bechtel Corp., major 
contractor for Alyeska Pipe Line 
Service Co., a consortium of seven oil 
companies building the line, reported 
discrepancies in the records kept by a 
subcontractor responsible for X raying 
each weld joining the 60-to 80-foot 
segments of pipe. 
The Interior D epartm ent’s own 
stipulations in allowing construction of 
the 800-mile pipeline across its vast 
Alaska lands require an x-ray check of 
each weld before the department can 
approve the line. 
Alyeska estimated that at least 3,000 
of the 31,000 welds already completed 
were questionable — flawed or, more 
frequently, lacking valid proof that 
they were safe. 
Interior 
U ndersecretary 
Kent 
Frizzell said there were indications 
some X rays were improperly used to 
represent a number of different welds 
that actually had not been X rayed 
properly. 
Interior officials hired the Arthur 
Andersen auditing firm to check 
Alyeska records to find which welds 
ere not adequately X rayed. 
But Firday, Rep. John Melcher, D- 
Mont., chairman of a House sub­ 
committee on public lands, said 
Interior Department officials told him 
the records were so confused that 
Andersen could not verify the validity 
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of any of the welds. 
Melcher said it may be necessary to 
dig up every single underground weld 
— roughly 18,000 of them already 
buried along more than 270 miles of the 
pipeline’s 800-mile route — to X ray 
them properly. 


Above-ground welds also require X 
rays, but they can be reinspected 
much more easily than the un­ 
derground welds, which could cause 
substantial delay to completion of the 
pipeline. 
“It’s just bad news,” said Melcher. 


Oil from Alaska's North Slope, one of 
the largest petroleum fields ever 
found, is to be pumped through the 
pipeline after completion to a port at 
Valdez, on Alaska’s southern coast. 
From there it is to be transported by 
tanker to California.

Ford Works Bill Veto Attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s veto of a job-creating public 
works bill is expected to draw heavy 
opposition from congressional Demo­ 
crats and at least one key Republican, 
the Senate GOP whip. 
Democratic leaders predicted the 
veto will be overridden. 
Senate GOP Whip Robert Griffin, a 
leader last winter in the successful 
campaign to sustain Ford’s veto of a 
bigger public works bill, cited a 9.7 per 
cent jobless rate in his home state of 
Michigan and 13.4 per cent in Detroit in 
declaring his support for the bill. 
House and Senate leaders say they 
believe Congress will override Ford’s 
veto Tuesday of the $3.95-billion bill, 
designed to create or preserve 400,000 
jobs. 
Rejecting bipartisan pleas to sign it, 
Ford said: “This bill will not create 
lasting jobs but instead will create 
more inflation.” 
The veto and rising unemployment 
have set up the jobs situation as a 
campaign issue. Ford and several 
Democrats traded salvos Tuesday. 
Ford 
said 
Congress 
“ clearly 


established the direction they would 
have our nation go — toward more 
federal spending, higher taxes, larger 
deficits, more people on the federal 
payroll and higher inflation.” 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., 
predicted Congress will override “this 
shameless veto.” He said Ford’s move 
was “bad economic policy, callous 
social policy and an apparent attempt 
to woo conservative delegates to the 
Republican National Convention.” 
The bill is a scaled-down version of a 
$6.2-billion program Ford vetoed in 
February. Tile House voted to override 
that veto but the Senate vote fell three 
short of the required two-thirds. 
House Democratic Whip John 
McFall of California said he is con­ 
fident the House will again vote to 
override. Majority leader Thomas 
O’Neill Jr. said when the bill was 
passed, “We are going to make this bill 
law, either with the President’s sig­ 
nature or over his veto.” 
The override attempt is expected 
soon after Congress returns July 19 
after the Democratic national con­ 
vention. 


Griffin, who worked hard to sustain 
the earlier veto, told the Senate that if 
Ford disapproved the scaled-down 
measure, he would vote to override 
because unemployment remained too 
high. 


The nation’s jobless rate rose 
slightly from 7.3 per cent in May to 7.5 
per cent in June. 


The bill would authorize $2 billion 
through Sept. 30,1977, for public works 
projects run by state and local 
governments, $1.25 billion for grants to 
maintain essential state and local 
services during times of high unem­ 
ployment. In addition, $700 million 
would be provided for construction of 
public-owned waste water treatment 
plants. 
The veto was the 52nd since Ford 
became President in August 1974. He 
vetoed two others within the past four 
days, a $3.3-billion military construct­ 
ion bill that limited his authority to 
close military bases, and a measure 
that would have increased Western 
states’ share of royalties from oil and 
coal leasing on public lands.

The best political writer, I feel, is 
Richard Reeves. He is not as well 
known as the pundits, but Reeves 
seldom writes about a politican unless 
he can peel him like an apple, exposing 
the rotten spots underneath. 
In a recent book, ‘‘Old Faces of 
1976,” Reeves said he found an honest 
politician. He is Matty Troy, New York 
City councilman from Queens.

‘‘My ego is immense or I wouldn’t be 
in politics. There is nothing I like more 
than going into a room and knowing 
that the people there are waiting for 
me to say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ . . .

Two months after my husband 
recovered from successful open heart 
surgery, he was killed by a car driven 
by a drunken 19-year-old boy. Is there 
no way that legislators can be urged to 
take these demons off the highways? 
Mrs. E. L., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The magnitude of such a calamity is 
incomprehensible, except for those 
who have experienced it. You are not 
alone. Of the 50,000 deaths caused by 
automobile accidents each year, at 
least half can be attributed to alcohol, 
drugs and mental instability. 
I am certain that the young man who 
killed your husband and destroyed a 
good part of your life, and that of your 
children, was properly chastised by 
the court. I am also certain that he 
tearfully looked at you and said, “I’m 
sorry.” 
What an easy outlet for his guilt! His 
license may have been taken away for 
a while but soon relaxation of that rule 
will begin and once more he and 
hundreds of others like him, will once 
again be allowed to use their cars as a 
lethal weapon. 
In many states, physicians and 
psychiatrists, in conjunction with 


legislators, are establishing rigid 
standards to limit driving licenses to 
those who are free from those physical 
and emotional problems that can in­ 
terfere with safe driving. 
Generally, the physically han­ 
dicapped are acknowledged to be 
among the safest group of drivers. 
They recognize their handicap and 
surround themselves with all the 
necessary safety precautions. 
The 
Illinois 
Drivers’ 
License 
Division is establishing standards for 
drivers. Intellectual impairment, 
including senility, mental retardation, 
brain injury secondary to strokes, 
alcoholism, drug abuse, suicidal or 
homicidal inclinations are some of the 
general categories that this license 
bureau considers in restricting per­ 
mission to drive. 
Not until rigid laws are established 
for permanent deprivation of the 
privilege of driving a car will the 
enormity of the devastation by 
drunken drivers be eliminated.

Get Majority Nod 
Am ong Delegates

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Jimmy 
Carter isn’t saying who is at the top of 
his list for a running mate on the 
Democratic ticket, but delegates to the 
party’s convention named Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. and Sen. Frank 
Church as their top choices for the 
second spot. 
The delegates who will meet in New 
York City next week named more than 
50 politicians and nonpoliticians as 
their choice for vice president, a con­ 
tinuing Associated Press survey of 
delegates found. 
Carter, who has enough delegate 
votes 
to 
win 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nomination, says he will 
interview five possible running mates 
before the convention. 
His first interview was with Maine 
Sen. Edmund Muskie in Plains, Ga., on 
Monday. Carter said this did not mean 
Muskie was his first choice. 
The former Georgia governor, who 
has not released the names of the four 
other contenders besides Muskie, has 
said no one speaks for him on this 
decision. 
And it is Carter’s vote that will count 
at the convention. In the past, the 
convention always has approved the 
presidential candidate’s choice for his 
running mate. 
Brown, who defeated Carter in three 
late primaries, was named as the 
choice of 155 of the 988 delegates who 
stated a preference for vice president 
in interviews with The AP. 
Another 153 delegates named 
Church, who also defeated Carter 
several times in later primaries. 
In contrast, Muskie was named for 
the second post by only 15 delegates of 
the 2,222 who have been interviewed 
thus far in the AP survey. 
About 54 per cent of the delegates did 
not give a choice for the vice 
presidential nomination when asked in 
the continuing AP delegate survey. 
After Brown and Church, in order of 
total number of delegate mentions, 
were Sen. Adlai Stevenson III of 
Illinois, chosen by 115 delegates, and 
Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, by 81. 
Both Stevenson, who was a favorite 
son contender, and Bayh, who dropped 
out of the presidential race midway 
through the primaries, drew much of 
their support from their home states. 
About a third of Stevenson’s support 
was from Illinois, with almost half of 
Bayh’s coming from Indiana. 
Minnesota Sen. Walter Mondale, was 
named by 70 delegates, about 50 of 
whom currently are listed as Carter 
delegates in the AP survey. 
Rep. Morris Udall, who amassed 


more than 300 delegates in his bid for 
the nomination, was named by 62 dele­ 
gates for the second spot. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, DMass., was 
the choice of 38 delegates, while Ohio 
Sen. John Glenn also was named by 
that number.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP) - The U.S. 
Naval Academy, the oldest of the 
tradition-bound 
U.S. 
service 
academies, bowed to a new tradition 
today as women joined the ranks of the 
uniformed and regimented. 
Eighty women freshmen — "plebes” 
— were scheduled to go aboard with 
1,320 males. 


On Wednesday, 110 women are 
scheduled to enter the U.S. Military 
Academy’s freshman class. 
But the Navy and the Army are 
playing second fiddle in bringing 
skirted cadets into the ranks. The Air 
Force Academy in Colorado admitted 
women last week as its freshmen — or 
“doolies” — arrived. 


The Coast Guard Academy in 
Connecticut also admitted its first 
women last week, but admission was 
voluntary since the school is run by the 
U.S. Transportation Department. The 
Merchant Marine Academy, run by the 
Commerce Department, admitted its 
first women last year. 


The opening of Big Three academy 
doors to women was done under a law 
passed by Congress to cover the 
Defense Department-run schools. 
The coming of women was fought by 
dyed-in-the-wool military men who 
said the academies were set up to train 
combat officers and federal law does 
not permit women in combat.

Government and senior citizens 
group officials say no one has kept 
track of how many adult-only com­ 
munities have been built, where they 
are concentrated or how fast the trend 
has developed in recent years. 
“ It’s one of those significant figures 
that no one has ever compiled that I 
know of,” said a spokesman for the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons in Washington. 
But older Americans find them 
anyway, from the 35,000-resident Sun 
City in Arizona to the Terrace Trailer 
Park in Albuquerque, N.M. Many such 
developments are in the burgeoning 
Sunbelt so attractive to those who want 
to escape from the cold climate and 
urban decay of the North. 
George Bergmann, president of 
Century Village East Inc., which 
developed and now manages the 762- 
acre Deerfield Beach complex, said 
one selling point of his development is 
the ban on youngsters. 
“ Under the terms of our con­ 
dominium declaration we have no one 
living here who has children under the 
age of 18,” Bergmann said. “ But we do 
allow children to visit 30 days a year in 
increments of two weeks, so it isn’t as 
rigid and stiff-necked as it sounds.” 


Henry Paparazzo, president of 
Heritage Village, a 2,580-unit adults- 
only community in Southbury, Conn., 
traced the no-children policy in part to 
developers’ marketing strategies. 
Paparazzo said the reason Heritage 
Village is successful — there are only 
six vacancies — is that 
“ more 
specialized housing developments are 
gearing themselves to particular 
markets. 
“ There are swinger apartments and 
family complexes, and in others 
residents 
prefer 
not 
to 
have 
playgrounds outside their windows,” 
Paparazzo said.

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Centennial Letter 
N o Longer M y ste ry 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Jennie 
Crowell’s sentiments about the 
American centennial may have 
predated by 100 years those of modern- 
day Americans fed up with the hoopla 
over the bicentennial. 
In the evening of July 3,1876, she sat 
down and wrote a letter to S.H. 
Nieman. And near the end of the letter 
she wrote: 
“ Well the grand, glorious centennial 
anniversary 
celebration 
of 
in­ 
dependence will close with a display of 
fireworks this evening and I do not 
believe I am an exception if I say I am 
heartily glad of it.” 
After 
reading 
Jennie’s 
jaded 
remarks he took the letter, put it into 
two envelopes, marked them with the 
initials S.H.N. and sent them to the 
National Archives in Washington with 
the request they not be opened until 
July 4, 1976. 
Those envelopes recently were 
loaned to Wright State University here 
where they have been on display and 
the subject of much conjecture about 
their contents. 
The mystery ended Tuesday when 
an official of the university opened the 


letters and read them to a crowd of 
onlookers and anxious reporters. 
To the crowd’s disappointment, no 
scandal from the past emerged, but 
Jennie 
Crowell 
certainly 
had 
something to say about Fourth of July 
celebrations 100 years ago. 
“ To Friend Nieman,” Jennie began. 
“ I do not know that I shall ever again 
have the pleasure of writing you a 
letter upon the centennial Fourth and 
hope it will not offend you if I avail 
myself of the present opportunity. 
“ I shall attempt to give you an idea 
of how Daytonians spent the day and 
celebrated,” she continued. 
“ From about dusk last night (July 2, 
1876) the jamboree opened consisting 
of the firing of cannons, guns, tor­ 
pedoes, et cetera. This continued until 
11 p.m. when the chime bells peeled 
forth in all their melody and sweetness 
until 12 midnight. Then such another 
tintinnabulation, blowing of car 
whistles, et cetera . . . I was going to 
say which rendered night hideous only 
that we are living under the shadow of 
a 4,000-pound bell which out-rang 
anything so far as its immediate 
neighbors are concerned.” 
IRS Starts Probe 
O f Alleged Bribery 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The Internal 
Revenue Service has begun in­ 
vestigating 
allegations that 
its 
auditors accepted gratuities from Gulf 
Oil Corp. while reviewing that com­ 
pany’s taxes, two sources close to the 
investigation say. 
The IRS’ inspection service unit has 
been questioning some of the 290 
auditors here about gifts of liquor, 
dinners, golf outings or trips which 
they allegedly accepted from Gulf, one 
of the sources said Tuesday. 
The inspection service operates out 
of IRS headquarters in Washington 
and is responsible to 
IRS Com­ 
missioner Donald Alexander. 
The IRS began a special review of 
Gulf’s tax reports after revelations 
that the giant oil company operated a 
secret $12.3-million slush fund for pay­ 
ments to domestic and foreign of­ 
ficials. 
In the wake of those allegations, a 
three-member committee headed by 
New York attorney John J. McCloy 
last 
winter 
gave 
Gulf 
and 
the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
a 300-page report on Gulf’s legal and 
illegal political contributions from 1960 
to 1973. 
Soon afterward, Bob R. Dorsey, 
whom the committee said “ perhaps 
chose to shut his eyes to what was 
going on,” resigned as Gulf’s chair­ 
man and chief executive. Jerry 


McAfee was named to replace him. 
Sources have said the current in­ 
vestigation covers alleged gratuities to 
IRS auditors over many years. No Gulf 
officials are under investigation in 
connection with the alleged gratuities, 
one of the sources said. 


The IRS standard of behavior and 
federal law forbid revenue officials 
from 
demanding 
or 
accepting 
gratuities. An auditor found guilty of 
impropriety would be subject to ad­ 
ministrative sanctions ranging from 
an oral reprimand to dismissal. 
But in 
most cases of serious 
misbehavior, the inspection service 
takes its evidence to the U.S. at­ 
torney’s office for review. The federal 
prosecutor then decides whether to 
present the evidence to a grand jury 
for criminal indictment. 
U.S. Atty. Blair Griffith said he has 
been asked “ for legal assistance by the 
internal audit section of the IRS in 
connection with those allegations.” 
But there were no indications a grand 
jury has begun considering the matter. 


If convicted of criminal violations in 
accepting gratuities, an IRS agent 
could get a maximum of five years in 
prison and a fine of 810,000. 
The IR S’ district director for Pitts­ 
burgh, Cornelius Coleman, said no 
one connected with the agency would 
have any comment on the matter. 
Artificial Cigarette 
Being Developed

Scientists say they have developed an 
artificially flavored cigarette that is 
far lower in harmful ingredients than 
anything now on the market. 
Using a technique employed to make 
chemically flavored foods, resear­ 
chers said they came up with a 
cigarette that tastes good but is 
relatively harmless. 
Arthur D. little, Inc., a private 
research firm, is producing the ar­ 
tificial cigarette flavors under a 
$183,000 contract with the National 
Cancer Foundation. 
In their study, the researchers said 
they are adding the flavors to a low- 
hazard — but low-tasting — cigarette 
that already has been produced for the 
federal government.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Donald 
C. Cook, highway safety director, 
blamed the 24 deaths on state roads 
over the holiday weekend on excessive 
speed and carelessness. 
Cook’s office had predicted 23 deaths 
from statistics gathered over the years 
and the director said he was “ unhappy 
about all the sadness for families” of 
survivors of the weekend fatalities. 
“ Nine of the deaths involved only 
one vehicle,” Cook said Tuesday, “ and 
the only double fatality was one of that 
nine.” It occurred in Crawford County. 
Cook also said that in all of the 
fatalities that involved automobiles 
none of the persons killed was wearing 
seat belts. 
He credited carelessness and citizen 
band radios for the high death count. 
“ I have no statistics to back me up, but 
I think the one-hand driving caused by 
using CBs and the attention given to 
talk rather than driving partly ac­ 
counted for the deaths,” Cook said. 
Of the 24 fatalities, double the figure 
for the 1975 Independence Day holiday 
weekend, six involved motorcyclists. 
Cook noted that motorcycles make up 
three per cent of the total vehicles 
registered in the state but were in­ 
volved in one quarter of the weekend 
deaths. 
“ Our pedestrian and motorcycle 
deaths are up most for the year. Three 
of the weekend traffic deaths were 
pedestrians,” he said. 
Two other statistics of interest from 
Cook include the facts that no out-of- 
state drivers were killed and that 14 of 
the deaths occurred in the victim’s 
county of residence. 
“ That just shows you that fa­ 
miliarity breeds carelessness,” Cook 
said. 
He further noted that the deaths 
were somewhat evenly distributed 
among United States-Ohio routes and 
those maintained by the counties and 
municipalities. Ten persons died on the 
interstate and state routes, seven 
occurred on county roads and seven 
persons died in urban areas. 
Cook credited the relatively large 
number of county and urban deaths to 
lack of patrol, but said his department 
is getting more and more help from 
sheriff’s departments and local police. 
Speed, the director said, remains the 
major factor in traffic fatalities. “ It’s 


not a matter of the 55-mile-an-hour 
limit but a matter of people driving too 
fast for conditions no matter what the 
speed. That’s shown by the number of 
single-car fatalities.” 
The holiday weekend deaths brought 
the total of those who have died on Ohio 
highways so far this year to 303.

those cigarettes “ they were the 
ultimate reduced health hazard,” said 
the project’s director, John Angeline.

chemicals that resemble the various 
tastes that go into cigarette flavors, he 
said. And they have combined them — 
in relatively unsophisticated fashion — 
to produce some sample cigarettes. 
“ We’re at the point now where you’d 
describe them as being cigarettes,” 
Angeline said in an interview. “ They 
may be lousy, but that’s a long way 
from where we started. 
The next step is to combine and 
recombine the chemicals until they 
produce something that tastes like 
unadulterated cigarette smoke, he 
said. 
Angeline said he expects the finished 
product to taste better than the low tar 
and nicotine cigarettes now available 
on the market. 
The researchers, he said, are adding 
the flavors to a cigarette made of equal 
parts of treated tobacco and an undis­ 
closed inert filler. Angeline said it 
contains “ an absolute minimum” of 
tar and nicotine and other harmful 
components of cigarette smoke, such 
as carbon monoxide. 
The chemicals used in the flavoring 
are all listed by the government as 
safe to eat, said Angeline. But he said 
tests will be required to make sure 
they also are harmless to inhale. 
Work on refining the taste should be 
finished by next fall, he said.

The IRS’ inspection service unit has 
been questioning some of the 290 
auditors here about gifts of liquor, 
dinners, golf outings or trips which 
they allegedly accepted from Gulf, one 
of the sources said Tuesday. 
The inspection service operates out 
of IRS headquarters in Washington 
and is responsible to IRS Com­ 
missioner Donald Alexander. 
The IRS began a special review of 
Gulf’s tax reports after revelations 
that the giant oil company operated a 
secret $12.3-million slush fund for pay­ 
ments to domestic and foreign of­ 
ficials. 
In the wake of those allegations, a 
three-member committee headed by 
New York attorney John J. McCloy 
last 
winter 
gave 
Gulf 
and 
the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
a 300-page report on Gulf’s legal and 
illegal political contributions from 1960 
to 1973. 
Soon afterward, Bob R. Dorsey, 
whom the committee said “ perhaps 
chose to shut his eyes to what was 
going on,” resigned as Gulf’s chair­ 
man and chief executive. Jerry 


McAfee was named to replace him. 
Sources have said the current in­ 
vestigation covers alleged gratuities to 
IRS auditors over many years. No Gulf 
officials are under investigation in 
connection with the alleged gratuities, 
one of the sources said.

Cook also said that in all of the 
fatalities that involved automobiles 
none of the persons killed was wearing 
seat belts. 
He credited carelessness and citizen 
band radios for the high death count. 
“ I have no statistics to back me up, but 
I think the one-hand driving caused by 
using CBs and the attention given to 
talk rather than driving partly ac­ 
counted for the deaths,” Cook said. 
Of the 24 fatalities, double the figure 
for the 1975 Independence Day holiday 
weekend, six involved motorcyclists. 
Cook noted that motorcycles make up 
three per cent of the total vehicles 
registered in the state but were in­ 
volved in one quarter of the weekend 
deaths. 
“ Our pedestrian and motorcycle 
deaths are up most for the year. Three 
of the weekend traffic deaths were 
pedestrians,” he said. 
Two other statistics of interest from 
Cook include the facts that no out-of- 
state drivers were killed and that 14 of 
the deaths occurred in the victim’s 
county of residence. 
“ That just shows you that fa­ 
miliarity breeds carelessness,” Cook 
said. 
He further noted that the deaths 
were somewhat evenly distributed 
among United States-Ohio routes and 
those maintained by the counties and 
municipalities. Ten persons died on the 
interstate and state routes, seven 
occurred on county roads and seven 
persons died in urban areas.

A J oint study commission created 
last y ear to investigate land use 
planning in Ohio has found most 
citizens favor local control of land 
management. 
A recently released interim report 
based on oral and written testimony by 
over MO persons points to a need for 
strengthening local planning powers 
rather than a statewide program. 
The report advances several ideas 
for helping local units manage growth. 
It raises the question of tax incentives 
and disincentives as a tool to promote 
development, particularly in urban 
a rea s. 
Governor 
Rhodes 
has 
repeatedly urged ex pansion of Ohio’s 
impacted 
cities laws to promote 
ex onomic growth. 
The report noted a shift of land from 
agricultural to urban uses. In 19 00,24.5 
million acres, or 9 6 per cent ot Ohio s 
land was devoted to farming. By 19 70 
this had declined to 17.1 million acres, 
or 05.3 per cent, while in the same time 
urban land grew 7 fold to 3 million 
acres. 
A final report will be issued later this 
y ear for consideration by the 112th 
General Assembly . 
The Governor recently signed 
several 
key 
bills. 
The 
new 
law 
regulating lobby ists (SB 313) requires 
each lobby ist to register with the 
Senate clerk, list legislation he seeks to 
influence, report lobby ing ex penses 
twice a y ear, and give a detailed report 
if over $150 is spent on one official in a 
reporting period.
